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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group III in the reply filed on October 1 2, 
2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the inventions are so 
closely related as to be best examinable in a single application. This is not found 
persuasive because the embodiments disclosed are patentably distinct and require non- 
coextensive fields of search. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-28, and 55-74 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on October 12, 2007. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 29-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 29, line 2 the phrase "polymeric start" is not 
understood. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 29-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Annen et al. Annen et al disclose a flexible continuous abrasive sheet web comprising 
a backing web sheet having an array of raised abrasive structures comprising islands of 
a first structural material with flat top surfaces, and supporting an abrasive/resin layer on 
each of the islands. The recitation of the standard deviation of height of the islands is 
deemed to constitute no more than an obvious matter of design choice, since uniformity 
of the abrasive coated structures is a recognized design parameter, and would be 
readily determined by routine experimentation on the part of those of ordinary skill in the 
art. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Romero is cited to show an abrasive sheet having raised island 
structures with abrasive coatings disposed thereon.
